Ha  stated  the  object  >-ns  travelling  in  a horizontal  plane  at  an 
even  koel,  in  a direct  northerly  direction  and  possibly  veerin,;  a 
little  to  the  east  at  an  estirtited  speed  of  fron  two  to  threo  hun-’ 
drod  niles  per  hour*  He  stated  tliat  no  propulsion  vrtxs  visible, 
that  the  object  appeared  stable  and  that  he  could  hoar  no  exhaust 
or  noise  and  tixat  it  -adod  from  viov;*  The  iTeather  condi- 

tions Y/ere  described  as  a cloar,  brij;ht  day.  In  descrlbin-  the 
object,  IfljPBiBBtated  that  the  body  lied  the  appearaneo  of  a rouivi 
shiny  idrror,  approximately  oi»  foot  in  diameter  vdth  idr^-lihe 
appendages,  rudders  or  bars  extending  at  approximately  10  indies 
on  either  side  of  the  booy.
